wound guns is that a new inner-tube: 
may be fitted over and over again, 
so that a weapon becoming worn 
after a certain amount ot use may be 
given a new lease of life by the re- 
lining process,

As extras the 
private soldier receivc; from time to 
time supplies of fresh vegetables, 
such as potatoes, carrots ‘and cab- 
bage, and occasionally wine. The 
supply of extras is uncertain, depend- 
ing wholly on the abiilty of the com- 
missary department to purchase suc 
supplies on the march, 

Every soldier in the field carries in 


emergency use. These rations @oun- 
sits of ten ounces of army biscui.. ten 
ounces of canned meat, one ounce of 
condensed soup, two ounces of coffee, 
and three ounces of sugar.

Whipping Austria has been the pas- 
time of Buropean nations for one thou- 
sand years. No country stands so low 
in the International Cannonball 
League. France, Italy, Sardinia, 
Prussia, Spain, Tarkey and the Nether- 
lands have all beaten it in the last two 
centuries. It has been the hoodoo of 
nations. Whenever it has allied itself 
with its neighbors, the war has failed. 
When it has stood on the side lines the 
allies have won and divided the spoils. 

Napoleon took groat delight in fight- 
ing-Anstria, It rested and refreshed 
him after shis severer battles. He 
changed the map of Austria so often 
that the map makers issued extras like 
yellow journals and he helped himself 
to 90,000,000 florins and a new wife at 
one swoop. France and Sardimia beat 
it in 1859. Prussia whipped it in @ 
practice war in 1866 before tackling 
Erance. From the Dark Ages to the 
middle of the last century the sound 
of pain and anger in the European 
concern meant that someone was tak- 
ing something away from Austria. 

-And yet Austria is larger than ever. 
This 1s partly because whenever a 
slice of territory .was carved off by 
one nation, several other jealous 
nations made it give up another slice 
in exchange. No nation could afford 
to let any other nation:grab'too much. 
And so Austria throughout history 
has been a depository for territory 
which no one else wanted at the time, 
It has owned Iialy, Holland, Alsace, 
Servia, Bavaria and Switzerland at 
‘one time or another -- until someone 
else needed them. 

If Austria loses again it will go on 
the operating table onee more, while 
Italy, Servia and Russia stand over it 


and mark out upon the unhappy | 


patient the parts they desire to slice 
off. If Austria wins she may get 
back Servia. Montenegro and Venice. 
But win or lose her map will be chan- 
ged. It always is. An unbroken pre- 
cedent requires that a tieaty of peace 
in Europe must be accomplished by a. 
revision of Austria to make the bal- 
ance of power hang true.

An order-in-council has been passed 
under the war measures act of the e- 


cent session, empowering the govern-, 


ment, if deemed necessary, tc take 
over and operate any telephone cr 
telegraph iines in Canada. and provid- 
ing authority for a strict.censorshiv 
of :'l telegraphic or. telephonic co:n- 
munications. The order provides that 
ary cabinet minister, delegated vor 
the purpose, may assume control of 
any telegraph or telephone company, 
and use its lines for his majesty’s ser- 
vice. It is further provided that the 
minister may direct.that all messages 
be submitted to conegrship, wheth +r 
by: telegraph or teleph ne, going out 
of Canada _ shall go through certain 
named offices only. 

Any director or officer of a co:1- 
pany contravening the instructions of 
the minister is liable to a penalty cf 
$5,000 or five years’ imprisonment. 

Another order-in-council provides
